REPORT   OF   THE   TRUSTEES.

Sir: 

In  compliance  with  the  ordinances,  the  Trustees  of 
the  Boston  City  Hospital  present  the  following  report 
of  its  condition  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1951. 

This  is  the  eighty-eighth  annual  report  of  the  Hospi- 
tal Department,  which  consists  of  the  Main  Hospital, 
the  South  Department  for  contagious  diseases,  the  San- 
atorium Division,  and  the  East  Boston  Relief  Station. 
The  Haymarket  Square  Relief  Station  has  been  in  the 
custody  of  the  Public  Buildings  Department  since  May, 
1938.  The  West  Department  was  transferred  to  the 
Public  Works  Department  February,  1939. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  was  organized  May  4,  1951, 
by  election  of  Dr.  Martin  J.  English  as  President,  and 
Dr.  Thomas  J.  Giblin  as  Secretary. 

In  April,  Mr.  Stuart  C.  Rand  was  appointed  to  the 
Board  of  Trustees  for  term  ending  April  30,  1956. 
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Expenditures. 

The  total  expenditures  for  all  departments  of  the 
Hospital,  excepting  the  Sanatorium  Division,  during  the 
fiscal  year  were  $10,222,079.62.  Of  the  total  operating 
expenses,  $8,837,340.90  was  expended  on  the  hospital 
proper  and  its  subdivisions;  $630,730.28  on  account  of 
the  Out-Patient  Department;  $650,777.46  on  account 
of  the  South  Department;  and  $103,230.98  on  account 
of  the  East  Boston  Relief  Station. 

Of  the  amount  spent  on  the  Pathological  Laboratory, 
$192,057.84,  $172,852.06  is  included  in  the  hospital 
proper  expenditures,  $13,444.05  in  the  Out-Patient  De- 
partment, and  $5,761.73  in  the  South  Department  ex- 
penditures. The  entire  amount  spent  on  the  Thorndike 
Memorial  Laboratory,  $164,776.73,  is  included  in  the 
hospital  proper  expenditures.  Of  the  $395,611.89,  total 
amount  spent  on  the  X-Ray  and  Photographic  De- 
partment, $209,674.30  is  charged  to  the  hospital  proper; 
$181,981.47  to  the  Out-Patient  Department  and 
$3,956.12  on  account  of  the  South  Department.  Of  the 
total  amount  spent  on  the  Department  of  Physical 
Therapeutics,  $32,078.31,  $13,152.11  is  charged  to  the 
hospital  proper,  $18,605.42  to  the  Out-Patient  Depart- 
ment, and  $320.78  to  the  South  Department.  Of  the 
amount  spent  on  the  Department  of  Immunology, 
$8,173.36,  $81.73  is  charged  to  the  hospital  proper  and 
$8,091.63  to  the  Out-Patient  Department.  Of  the 
amount  spent  on  the  Biochemical  Laboratories, 
$206,406.92,  $181,638.09  is  charged  to  the  hospital  proper 
and  $24,768.83  to  the  Out-Patient  Department.  Of  the 
amount  spent  on  the  Department  of  Surgical  Research, 
$17,133.54,  $8,566.77  is  charged  to  the  hospital  proper 
and  $8,566.77  to  the  Out-Patient  Department.  Of  the 
amount  spent  on  the  Department  of  Dentistry,  Oral 
Surgery,  $25,224.42,  $2,774.69  is  charged  to  the  hos- 
pital proper  and  $22,449.73  to  the  Out-Patient  Depart- 
ment. The  entire  amount  spent  on  the  Department  of 
Inhalational  Therapy,  $3,262.63,  is  included  in  the 
hospital  proper  expenditures.  Of  the  amount  spent  on 
the  Department  of  Social  Work,  $138,478.61,  $92,780.67 
is  charged  to  the  hospital  proper,  $44,313.15  to  the 
Out-Patient  Department,  and  $1,384.79  to  the  South 
Department.  Of  the  amount  spent  in  ascertaining  the 
settlement  of  patients,  $9,981.61,  $9,582.35  was  spent 
on  the  hospital  proper  and  $399.26  on  the  South  De- 
partment. 
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In  Table  No.  2  the  expenditures  of  the  hospital 
proper  and  the  South  Department  are  combined  under 
the  title  "Main  Hospital".

During  the  past  year  there  has  been  collected  for 
the  care  and  treatment  of  patients  of  all  classes,  ex- 
cepting those  at  the  Sanatorium  Division,  the  sum  of

The  contract  of  John  T.  Bradley  for  painting  and 
renovations  to  various  buildings  (Division  I),  dated 
September  29,  1948,  was  completed  and  accepted  and 
final  payment  in  the  sum  of  $11,909.37  was  made  to 
the  contractor.

The  contract  of  Conrad  Electrical  Company,  in  the 
sum  of  $1,100,  for  repair  of  Vose  House  feeder,  dated 
March  19,  1951,  was  completed  and  accepted  and  final 
payment  was  made  to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  Portland  Elevator  Company,  in  the 
sum  of  $4,712,  for  alterations  and  repairs  to  electric 
elevators  in  the  Vose  House  "A"  and  "B,"  dated 
May  10,  1951,  was  completed  and  accepted  and  final 
payment  was  made  to  the  contractor. 

On  the  contract  of  Otis  Elevator  Company,  in  the 
sum  of  $34,335,  for  alterations  and  repairs  to  Otis 
elevators  and  dumb-waiters,  dated  May  15,  1951,  the 
sum  of  $22,720.50  has  been  paid  on  account  to  the  con- 
tractor. 

The  contract  of  F.  S.  Payne  Company,  in  the  sum 
of  $4,295,  for  alterations  and  repairs  to  electric  elevator 
and  dumb-waiter  in  the  House  Officers'  Building,  dated 
May  15,  1951,  was  completed  and  accepted  and  final 
payment  was  made  to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  Westinghouse  Electric  Corporation, 
in  the  sum  of  $18,211,  for  alterations  and  repairs  to 
electric  elevators  in  the  Pathological  and  Thorndike 
Buildings,  dated  May  15,  1951,  has  not  as  yet  been 
completed  and  no  payments  have  been  made  to  the 
contractor. 

For  architectural  services  rendered  in  connection  with 
repairing  of  elevators,  the  sum  of  $4,900  was  paid  on 
account  to  James  H.  Ritchie  &  Associates;  this  contract 
having  been  awarded  March  19,  1951,  in  the  amount 
of  $6,155.30. 

The  contract  of  James  H.  Ritchie  &  Associates,  in  the 
sum  of  $1,032,  for  architectural  and  engineering  services 
required  in  making  a  maintenance  examination  and 
report  on  the  Medical  Building,  dated  June  1,  1951,  was 
completed  and  accepted  and  final  payment  was  made  to 
the  architect. 
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The  contract  of  the  Bay  State  York  Company,  in  the 
sum  of  $29,518,  for  alterations,  additions  and  repairs 
to  walk-in-type  refrigerators,  dated  June  20,  1951,  has 
not  as  yet  been  completed  and  no  payments  have  been 
made  to  the  contractor. 

For  architectural  services  rendered  in  connection  with 
the  above  contract,  the  sum  of  $2,100  was  paid  to 
James  H.  Ritchie  &  Associates;  this  contract  having 
been  awarded  March  19,  1951. 

On  the  contract  of  Otis  Elevator  Company,  in  the 
amount  of  $17,050,  for  maintenance  of  Otis  elevators 
and  dumb-waiters,  dated  July  5,  1951,  the  sum  of 
$10,280.65  has  been  paid  on  account  to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  Crotty  Brothers,  Inc.,  in  the  sum  of 
$12,000,  for  investigation  and  survey  of  the  entire  food 
service  program,  dated  July  12,  1951,  has  not  as  yet 
been  completed  and  no  payments  have  been  made  to 
the  contractor. 

On  the  contract  of  Westinghouse  Electric  Corporation, 
in  the  amount  of  $2,340,  for  maintenance  of  A  B  See 
elevators,  dated  July  12,  1951,  the  sum  of  $1,606.80 
has  been  paid  on  account  to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  the  Jarvis  Engineering  Company,  in 
the  sum  of  $6,637,  for  repairs  and  renewals  to  coils, 
valves  and  controls  in  the  ice-making  plant,  dated  July 
2.p,  1951,  was  completed  and  accepted  and  final  payment 
made  to  the  contractor. 

For  architectural  services  rendered  in  connection  with 
the  above  contract,  the  sum  of  $663.70  was  paid  to 
James  H.  Ritchie  &  Associates;  this  contract  having 
been  awarded  May  22,  1951. 

On  the  contract  of  Metalcraft  Screen  Company,  in 
the  sum  of  $80,341.70,  for  new  screens,  repairs  to  screens 
and  grilles,  dated  August  1,  1951,  the  sum  of  $28,987.20 
was  paid  on  account  to  the  contractor. 

For  architectural  services  rendered  in  connection  with 
the  above  contract,  the  sum  of  $2,800  was  paid  on 
account  to  James  H.  Ritchie  &  Associates;  this  contract 
having  been  awarded  December  29,  1950. 

The  contract  of  Remington  Rand,  Inc.,  in  the  sum 
of  $1,701,  for  microfilming  prepared  medical  records, 
dated  August  15,  1951,  has  not  as  yet  been  completed 
and  no  payments  have  been  made  to  the  contractor.

Company,  in  the  amount  of  $8,220,  for  cleaning  painted 
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surfaces  in  the  Medical,  Surgical  and  Pediatric  Build- 
ings, dated  August  17,  1951,  the  sum  of  $6,155.27  has 
been  paid  on  account  to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  Max  Cahn,  in  the  sum  of  $2,120,  for 
plastering  and  painting  Wards  B  and  D,  dated  August 
30,  1951,  was  completed  and  accepted  and  final  payment 
made  to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  Crown  Shade  &  Screen  Company,  in 
the  sum  of  $1,695,  for  furnishing  and  installing  new 
window  shades  in  the  Dowling  Building,  dated  Sep- 
tember 19,  1951,  has  not  as  yet  been  completed  and  no 
payments  have  been  made  to  the  contractor. 

For  architectural  services  rendered  in  connection  with 
repairs  and  renewals  to  roofs  on  Vose  House  "A"  and 
"B,"  the  sum  of  $1,193.85  was  paid  to  James  H.  Ritchie 
&* Associates;  this  contract  having  been  awarded  Sep- 
tember 21,  1951. 

The  contract  of  John  J.  Hourihan,  in  the  amount  of 
$2,147,  for  roofing  work,  East  Pavilion,  South  Depart- 
ment, dated  September  26,  1951,  has  been  completed 
and  accepted  and  the  sum  of  $1,932.30  has  been  paid 
on  account  to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  Burgess  &  Blacher  Company,  in  the 
sum  of  $4,830,  for  installation  of  lint  trap  and  duct 
lines  in  main  laundry,  dated  October  4,  1951,  has  not 
as  yet  been  completed  and  no  payments  have  been  made 
to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  R.  Van  Putten  &  Sons,  in  the  amount 
of  $2,135,  for  plastering  and  painting  Wards  F  and  G, 
dated  October  10,  1951,  has  been  completed  and  ac- 
cepted and  the  sum  of  $1,921.50  has  been  paid  on 
account  to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  H.  Piken  &  Co.,  in  the  amount  of 
$5,655,  for  plastering  and  painting,  Administration 
Building,  dated  October  22,  1951,  has  not  as  yet  been 
completed.  The  sum  of  $2,655  has  been  paid  on  account 
to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  Nicholas  Bello,  in  the  sum  of  $13,684, 
for  plastering,  painting  and  miscellaneous  work  in  the 
Medical  Building,  dated  October  31,  1951,  has  not  as 
yet  been  completed  and  no  payments  have  been  made 
to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  John  W.  Egan  Company,  in  the 
amount  of  $6,450,  for  washing,  plastering,  painting  and 
sealing  crack  in  basement  connecting  corridor  throughout 
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medical  and  surgical  sides  of  buildings,  dated  November 
13,  1951,  has  not  as  yet  been  completed.  The  sum  of 
$2,902.50  has  been  paid  on  account  to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  Joseph  Gu  Gazzola,  Inc.,  in  the  sum 
of  $10,685,  for  painting,  plastering  and  wall  tile,  Gyneco- 
logical and  Maternity  Building,  dated  November  15, 
1951,  has  not  as  yet  been  completed  and  no  payments 
have  been  made  to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  R  &  M  Wood  Products,  in  the  sum 
of  $1,390,  for  furnishing  and  installing  counters,  cabinets, 
sink,  etc.,  in  Medical  I  Laboratory,  dated  December  5, 
1951,  has  not  as  yet  been  completed  and  no  payments 
have  been  made  to  the  contractor. 

A  contract  under  date  of  December  14,  1951,  was 
entered  into  with  John  M.  Gray  for  architectural  services 
in  connection  with  alterations  and  additions  to  Pediatric 
Building,  the  estimated  cost  being  $125,000,  and  the 
architect  to  receive  a  fee  equal  to  10  per  cent  of  the 
actual  cost  of  the  work. 

The  contract  of  Salvatore  Santosuosso,  in  the  sum  of 
$3,546,  for  painting,  plastering  and  miscellanous  work, 
Vose  House  "C,"  dated  December  28,  1951,  has  not  as 
yet  been  completed  and  no  payments  have  been  made 
to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  Salvatore  Santosuosso,  in  the  sum  of 
$1,705,  for  plastering,  painting,  etc.,  Vose  House  "A," 
dated  December  28,  1951,  has  not  as  yet  been  completed 
and  no  payments  have  been  made  to  the  contractor. 

The  contract  of  General  Flooring  Company,  in  the 
amount  of  $920.93,  for  installing  linoleum  in  bed  area, 
Ward  F,  dated  December  31,  1951,  was  completed  and 
accepted  and  the  sum  of  $828.84  paid  on  account  to  the 
contractor. 


A.  Shuman  Memorial  Fund  for  Care  of  Men 
Patients  at  the  Boston  City  Hospital. 

To  the  $100,000  bequeathed  by  the  late  Abraham 
Shuman,  $65,325.55  has  been  added  to  January  1, 
1952,  making  the  total  amount  available  on  that  date 
$165,325.55.  During  the  year  1951  there  was  expended 
from  this  fund  the  sum  of  $2,300.36  for  care  of  con- 
valescent men  patients  at  various  nursing  homes.

The  81.000,000  bequest  of  the  late  Charles  H.  Tyler 
Lb  being  received  in  bonds  and  cash.  Up  to  January  1, 
1952,  $1,505,987.47  has  been  delivered  to  the  City 
Treasurer.
